of inherited diaordoB, referral 
for treatment when poesible, 

and counseling to families and 
individuals known or sus- 
pected to be at risk for heri- 
table birth defects. 

The effect is to enable peo- 
ple to undearstand and cope 
With birth d^ects that have 
already occurred. 

In the last ten years, krmwl- 
edge gained from research 
into hereditary defects has 
grown rapidly. It is now time 
to translate this information 
into medical services. The

Fortunately tor Johnny and thousands like him, there 
is a local agency that stands vp for disabled vets and 
other disadvantaged persons. 

Johnny was watdiii^ Channel lO's "Rhonda Glenn Show" 
recently tAen Larry Hales, manager of the Jobs For 
Veterans dqiartment of the National Alliance of Busi- 
nessmen, was guest speaker. Last we^, he ^^[died 
Ibr hlep through the agency. 

The NAB is s usinessmen's organizatton formed at 

the request of the President to secure Jobs and JOb 

-ttninii^ for America's (Osadvantaged people; ez- 

(rffaaden; veterans, eq>ecially disabled ones and needy 

youth.

to cdcpention with several community orgaisations, 
has developed an On-The-Job Training program wMcb 
reimburses the employer 50 per cent of the jdft trainee's 
wages. 

Sixty Tklewater emirioyers participate in the program 
to date, maSf of which are located in Virginia Beach. 
Ratall itmm rach as Sears ia Pembroke Mall and J. C. 
Pomy at MiUtary Circle are participants, as well as 
nwiiMiaies which call for hard physical labor sucb as 
Riverside Matel Works. 

"We want to eaconrage more Virginia Beach em- 
ployers to utilize the On-The-J(4> Tratoing program," 
tUes said. 

"It mrt only means giving a disaUed veteran or other 
dtoavantagad person a ehaaee to devehy a skiU and 
oMaia a jcA, it makes good busisess so^." 
^ Hie alliance has been aUocated $11.7 mUlion from 
Inderal fuads tor the fiscal yur. To date, only |«IO,000 
hu beea eMigated to emple^ers nnter the On-Tbe- 
Job Training program, leaving much (rf the funds still 



available. 

"We have andicants on file trom accoui^tants" to 
welders," Hales said. 

"The program aUows employers to defray the cost 
of training employes. We curtail the program to fit 
the needs of the employer, 

"Whatever the employer's needs are, we will write 
the contract to fit the needs." 

Ray Howes, director oi NAB, said in most ^es, 
the disabled and disadvantaged persons the agency 
places in jobs perform above and beyond their assigned 
duties, because they are anxtous to prove themselves. 

"To the disabled person who is given a chance at 
a job, it is like the last se<»iid of a tied score basket- 
hall game," he said. "It's a one shot situation in which 
the disabled person' knows he has only one diance 
to change bis status." 

Of 85,000 veterans In Tidewater, 11,000 are disabled 
and 8,000 are actively seeing jobs. 

"Our goal is to get Virginia BeacV companies to hire, 
train and retain the disadvantaged," Howes said. 

NAB works with the Veterans' Administration aad 
the Virginia Employment Commission who refer quali- 
fying applicants to NAB. 

Althragh the agoicy |n^ere«is referrals, the em- 
ployer has the right at final selection. 

Government statistics have shown disabled veterans 
to perform as w^ or better than nondisabled em- 
ployee in 91 per ceirt of tte cases. 

to job stability, 93 per cent erf the disabled rated 
as well or better than nondisabled workers. 

In attemtance, 79 per cent rated as well or b^er 
than th(»e without a disability. 

"We don't ask Virginia Bea^ employers to beccMae 
involved, in the program only because d their social 
sonsclousness altiiou^ Uut is ImptM^urt," Hales said.

Joyous signal expands to beach 



"The word of Jesus" reaches even into 
economics. 

And for that Virginia Beach is thanlc- 
ful. 

The Christian Broadcasting Networic, 
whose joyous and religious signal reaches 
literally across this continent and even 
into foreign lands, will construct a mas- 
sive $23 million communications com- 
plex and corporate headquarters here 
at the beach. 

The structure will be located at In- 
dian River Road and Interstate 64, and 
current plans project that the initial 
building phase will commence during 
this summer. 

In simple terms--to inform beach re- 
sidents still in the dark- -the Christian 
Broadcasting Network can be seen daily 
here on Channel 27. 

The great news and welcomed develop- 
ment story was made public Monday by 
CBN president Pat Robertson, well known 
throughout Tidewater for his inspirational 
talk show format. 

"I hope this will be a center for the 
gospel of the Lord Jesus Christ," Rober- 
tson said, his face all serious, then 
smiles. "Not only for this country, but 
for the whole world. We want to dedicate 
all of it to the glory of Jesus." 

The first construction phase will take 
in a pair of 10,000-square-foot elevision 
studios, a third and smaller studio, net- 
work administrative offices and CBN's 
National and Prayer Counseling Center. 
This portion of the work carries a tab 
of $2.5 million. 

The Virginia Beach press conference 
was attended by Mayor J. Curtis Payne, 
Vice Mayor George Ferrell, Councilman 
Dr. Henry McCoy and City Manager 
George Hanbury. Hanbury said the new 
CBN facility will be tax-exempt. 

However, both the city manager and 
the mayor said they thought the prestige 
as well as the indirect economic spin- 
off of the facility would far outweigh the 
taxes which would have been forthcom- 
ing from a commercial development.

"We're doing it because God told us to 
do it," said Robertson. 

The property was acquired through a 
combination long-term purchase and a gift 
valued at 1450,000 from Metrt^Iex As- 
sociates of Virginia Beach, former owner 
of the^hQiciLindustri^ acreage. 

Metroplex prindiials Lawrence A. San- 
cilio, president of "The Larasan Organi- 
zation, realtors; Rocco J. Lassiter; and 
Douglas W. Talbot, president of Talbot 
Associates, Ltd., an engineering firn, 
donated their equity in the property, 
valued at $450,000, to CBN, Robertsoii 
said. 



At Monday afternoon's City 
Council meeting Mayor J. 
Curtis Payne said of the pro- 
ject, "This is very exciting, 
one of the best things that 
have happened to us." 

The fund drive was started 
immediately. 



The network's new production studios 
will rival those of the commercial net- 
works in New York City, CNB spokes- 
men said. 

Robertson said he hopes to raise the 
$20 million through gifts. .The netwoit's 
nationwide coverage should make the task 
easier, he added.

At least that's what a 
number of experts are say- 
ing locally, that the Citi- 
len Band Radio boom is 
great everywhere, but par-

tieularly here, in the wake 
of statistics that indicate 
there are more than 25,000 
CB sets in the immediate 
Tidewater area. 

"Christmas sales were 
fantastic," said a spokes- 
man for the Tidewater 
Chapter of React Interna- 
tional, Inc., (React), which 
is a non-profit public ser- 
vice organization. "The 
FCC receives 350,000 ap- 
plications for new licenses 
every month." 

Why would a person buy 
aCB? 

"Most say that they pur- 
chase CB radios: 

"To learn where traf- 
fic jams are, to get 
'smokie' reports (find 



out where the police are, 
just to have fun talking, 
to obtain assistance while 
driving, to and to get help 
in the event of an emer- 
gency," added an official 
with the Tidewater CB 
Center, which has just 
moved to a new Virginia 
Beach location at Witch- 
duck and Virginia Beach 
Blvd. 

CBers can get aid while 
driving by calling on the 
official emergency chan - 
nelr-9. Channel 9 here is 
monitored by React. React 
mi litors channel 9 for 24 
hours of every day, seven 
days a week. 

"React is made up of 
an>rotfmately 60 volun- 
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teers," said the spokes- 
man. "They give of their 
time to sit by or near 
their radios waiting for 
calls from CBers who re- 
(lUire help or from CBers 
who want to report some- 
one else who needs help." 

A React monitor can call 
the police, firemen and 
rescue squads and report 
locations of accidents or 
other emergencies — of- 
ten saving valuable and 
sometimes, life - sav- 
ing time. 

React handles approxi- 
mately 1,200 emergency 
or assistance calls per 
month in Virginia Beach, 
Norfolk, Chesapeake and 
Portsmouth. 

Now, if you are one of 
the hundreds who found, a 
CB unit under the Christ- 
mas tree this year, here 
are some suggestions for 

its use: 
--Who can call? You can. 

Anyone who needs help or 
needs to report an emer- 
gency. And you don't need 
your license to use chan- 
nel 9 for aid. 

—What should you use 
channel 9 for? Any emer- 
gency that endangers life 
or pn^erty. llcrtorist as- 
sistance, for road service, 
AAA, directions and road 
conditions and wither re- 
ports. 

-How to make a report. 
Give your numbers or 
name, some way for the 
monitor to get back to 
you. Report clearly and 
with accuracy. Tell just 
what you actually see or 
saw or what the problem 
is. Don't make judgements 
on what you think it might 
be, don't exagerrate--the 
police need to know the 
oact situation. 

"No matter how ser- 
ious the emergency, stay 
calm, give the location 



clearly, take the time to 
find out where you are at. 

—Keep channel 9 free 
for vital calls only. Don't 
'make radio checks, ask for 
the time, whistle, play 
music, or use channel 9 
to call your base or mo- 
bile or for general con- 
versation. A disregard of 
this list of tips could re- 
sult in those needii^ aid 
being unable to get through. 

Now, beach CBers, if you 
have a new unit and are 
interested in joining with 
React, bases are needed, 
especially near the beach 
waterfront. Tidewater CB 
Center at 499-5265 has 
pertinent details. 

React is looking for ma- 
ture CBers who have a de- 
sire to help. 

Maybe you fill the bill. 

It's fine to enjoy your 
set and have a ball play- 
ing with it, but there's 
also a serious and neces- 
sary side. Your help could 
save a life. 

Citizen Band radios need 
good citizens to operate 
them. 

Virginia Beach has an 
abundance of both.

"The cannonade of the town began alwut a quarter 
after three yesterday, from utwards of 100 pieces 
of cannon, and continued, till near ten at night, with-, 
out intermission; it then alwited, a little, and continued 
until two this morning." 

, With these opening lines. Col. Robert Hbwe, Com- 
manding Officer of the Combined troops at NorfoUt, 
advised Edmund Pendleton, President of the Virginia 
Convention at Williamsburg, that the deathknell of Nor- 
folk had sounded! Writing on Jan. 2nd, be wait on; 
"Under cover of their guns, they landed and set fire 
to the town in several places near the water, though 
our men strove to prevent them all in their power; 
but, the houses near the water being chiefly of wood, 
they took fire immediately, and the fire spread with 
amazing rapidity. It is now become general, and the 
whole town will, I doubt not, be consumed in a day or 
two. 

' "Expecting that the fire would thro* us Into con- 
fusion, they frequenCly landed and were everytlme re- 
pulsed; I imagine with losw, but with what loss I can- 
not tell. The burning of the town has made several 
avenues, which yesterday they had not, so that they may 
now fire with greater effect.— I cannot enter into the 
melancholy consideration of the women and children 
running through a crowd of shot to get but of town, 
some of them with children at their breasts. 

"A few I hear, have been killed. Does it wA call for 
vengeance, both from God and man?-'-It is but justice 
to inform you, that I had the pleasure to find every 
officer ready to execute orders at a moments warn- 
ing and that the men behaved with steadiness and 
spirit.-—" (from Dixon k Hunter, Va. Gai 1/6/76) 
Norfolk, 5th Jan., 1776; to: Hmorable Edmund Pen- 
dleton, President, Convention. £«>m: Col. Wm. Wood- 
ford, 2nd Va. Reg/t. at Norfolk. "—I had the plea- 
sure of seeing your commands to Col. Howe by Col. 
Travis, but am uneasy at having no answer to ours of 
the 1st and 2nd inst. giving an account of the cannon- 
ade & fire at this place.

The only notice meottoned by Howe was a note from

(women and children) to leave the town.-'" When Howe 
asked for a clarification, "—if, however, your resent- 
ment eirtends farther than merely to them (unauttorlzed 
sni{»rs) I should wish the inhabiUnts-may have time 
to remove with their effects.—'* Howe did not record 
a r^ly from Bellew. Mary Webley, of Norfolk, in her 
petition for assistance, in 1777, said her husband was 
killed and her leg was broken by a cawwnball fro|i the 
ship William, while she was nursli* her baby, in her 
house. To this writer, Dunmore slips, when he Safs, 
"the ardor of the. men could not be repressed; and not- 
withstanding all possible care taken to prevent them, 
a few boats went on shore (Authors note: these in 
addition to those sent to set fires) where they s^JMSged 
some shots with the enemies parties— ".Caaany reader 
picture a few boats being loaded with tnx^, leaving 
the ships, and rowing ashore, thru t|ie caanoude from 
80 to 100 guns, WITHOUT the specific direction, or at 
least, approval of the sU^'aOvitain. 

Regai^less of wto was responsible for the greater 
part of the destruction, by Jan. 9th, according to berth 
sides, most of the town was destroyed: by Feb. 6th, 
the balance was destroyed, with the approval of the 
Convention; and, Howe had «bandoned the town for posts 
at Kemp's Great Bridge, Portsmouth, and Suffolk. 

Even our chronicler, the midshipment from the Otter, 
f riling to a frioid, on Jan. Ith, Joined in the thanks- 
givii^;; he wrote, "The detested Town of Norfolk is no 
more! Its destruction happened on New Years Day!"

Two new fields of study will be aiMed to tlie Virginia 
Beach Public Schools' program for gifted students in 
January. 

One will send a group_ of 100 students to college 

' &turdays, the other will use superior high school stu- 

deirts to teach fbreign lai^uages to fourth graders. 

The college courses will begin Saturday at the Virginia 
Beach campus of TUewater Community College and wiU 
continue for U weeks. The 100 students who asked 
to participate in the program will take either science 
or humanities courses for nine weeks and then switch 
subject areas fbr nine we^a. 

Ilie science studies will deal with topics selected 
by the students in the fields of physics, biology, and 
chemistry, while drama and history will highlight the 
humanities courses. All classes will be three hours long 
and will be conducted from 9 a.m. to noon on succes- 
sive Saturdays. 

The new loreign language undertaking will offer ^n- 
isk and Frem:h instruction to the gifted program's 
ttmrth grade students beginning Monday. Ten teacher- 
selected high school students, in their fourth and fifth 
years of language study, will introduce the students to 
the cultures of France and Sl»ln while providii^ them 
with elementary language instruction.

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Lynnhaven watermen relief sought

Some relief (br Ljrnnhaven fisbermen and oystermen 
btoned {rom earning a livelihood from the polluted 
river, was sought Monday afternoon at a Vtrginisf Beach 
council meeting. 

Councilman Roiwrt H. Callis asked City Manager 
George L. Hanbury to draw op a resolution supporting 
Delegate Owen Pickett in efforts before the General 
Assembly to ease the hardships of the watermen. 

Callis said the oystermen are required to pay the 
state rent on their oyster grounds, although the State 
has condemened oystering there. While they are denied 
the use of the land and a chance to make a livelihood, 
he said, they cannot qualify for unemployment compen- 
sation. 



Callis also asked the Council to consider a limited 
assess road trom the Toll Road (Route 44) to the 
Courthouse.

The TV is only ■ 
used one hour a day, frpni 8 to 9 nights. 

"After that big July bill, we've cut nearly everything 
off. The decorator ma:gnets have been takoi off the re- 
frigerator. The hot water heater is on at the minimum. 
The dishwasher is not used. The dryer Is not used. 
Our stove and heat are both gas. The AC is unused. 
The washer is used only twice a week. Of all the aH>lian- 
ces, we only use two clock radios." 

Mfs. Brber's bill— while (d>serving these precau- 
tions— stUI was an unbelievable ^7.39 for the then 
current 30-day period. 

"I just doft't know what else to do," Mrs. Barber 
added. "But it's Just not right." 

The Tidewater Citizens Coalition agrees 100 percent, 
and already is in the midst of launching part two, or 
is it three, on the giant utility and the commission 
that controls its rates. If the fight thus far has been 
bloody, it will surely become a whdlesale slaughter; 
and \Virginia Be^ch is at the forefront of the unique

i Welcome to the world of clogging. 

pan and Peggy Davis have beeb here for three years. 

Clogging, for 1,000 days. 

Okay, enough of the Ainny stuff. Clogging, by def- 
inition, is a form of the American Folk Dance which 
liad its beginnings in the German and Dutch "Hard- 
shoe" dances and the lively Irish and Scoth 
shoe" dances and the lively Irish and Scotch 8t^>s. 

It is an unusual and highly artistic dance form 
indigenous to the U. S. mountain country. Earlier 
European influences were blended to become Mountain 
clogging and the dance remains an itegral part of life 
in the rolling hills of Georgia, Kentucky, Tranessee 
and the Carolinas. 

Now Dan and Peg aren't the only Virginia beach 
fblks stuck on clogging. There's a whole club full 
of them. 

"We have 27 on our clogging team," said Davis. 
"The ages range from sii to the early fifties. It was 
formed in November of 1974. The members area 
blend. It's a non-profit organization we formed to 
put on shows for free to benefits and charities, and 
we also perform for the commercial outlets, company 
parties, private and business. But they are charged." 

Costumes are a must, as they dance to mountain 
style music from a tape recorder. Performances last 
from six to eight minutes, indicating clogging to a be 
a somewhat active pursuit. 

"Clogging was brought to the beach from Atlanta 
three years ago," said Davlsr "We were taught by 
a gal from there. Since then, we've been to Boone, 
Fontana and Durham, N. C. and a fellow named Bill 
Nichols was directly responsible for reviving clogging. 

"All the people in the mountains used to do it. Com- 
petitions are held regularly at places like Gatlinburg 
(Tenn.) and Winston-Salem, and we're going to try and 
be there sometime this year." 

The club has no formal officers, but Myrtle Johnson 
handles dues and checks, while Bill McLaren takes care 
of correspondence. Members are airailaUe tor show 
and Dan and Peg have details at their Kempsville home, 
available by calling 499-4614. They'll answer questions 
and maybe you will even be able to audition before them, 
and one day join the team. Auditions are a must, 
in the event you haven't already guessed.

played by early settlers. The music was strictly strings- 
fiddle, banjo— few instruments, making it somewhat 
similar to bluegrass but witb a different tempo. It 
has been described as being relaxing, therapeutic and 
is much more fun then jogging. And the dance itself 
has something for everyone, from free style to pre- 
cision form. 

Clogging has timing and patterns that are unique, 
and as such, do not "misx" with other forms of dance, 
but offers the chance for self expression and interpre- 
tation. Most outsiders watching for the first time might 
compare them to a German folk dnace or the like. 

Where costumes tend color to doling,— the-mest- 
important clog In the clog are the shoes. 

"You must have a good, comfortable shoe with stac- 
cator tap," said Davis, "That means a netal, two- 
piece tap on both the heel and toe. When dancing ft 
gives out more beat sounds."

: marking comple- 
of the initial phase 
of a remodeliqg program 
for the first floor of bar- 
racks 517 located at the 
fieiUty. 

Begiin in October, the 
renovation included tte in- 
stallation of concrete 
partitioning, iiop ceilings, 
vinyl asbestos floor tile, 
doors and additional light- 
ing. A major face lift 
cmnpared to the former 
open-bay barracks. 

Prevtoosly the entire 
fiwr of tbe barracks was 
divided into segmorts by 
a series of concrete par- 
titions which were perpen- 



didular to the sides of the 
barracks, did not reach 
the ceiling and stopped 
prior to reaching either 
wall. These "cubicles" 
afforded the sailors little 
privacy or security and 
their rqilacement by this 
project is a major habit- 
ability st^, 

The completion of the 
first four rooms in the 
barracks was an experi- 
ment taken by the base 
to determine both cost and 
feasibility, as well as af- 
ford a pattern to be fol- 
lowed In the continued re- 
novatton of the barracks. 
Members of the Public 
Works Department from 
the command have accom- 
plished al improvments 
thus far, but the ronain- 
der of the project will be 
cdmpleted under the Navy's 
self-help program. 

This program is design- 
ed to enable the Navy to 
improve haUtabUity and 
recreational facilities at 
reduced cost by utiiiiing 
Navy manpower. Beginning 



in January, sailors at- 
tached to the command will 
tackle the remainder of 
the job under the super- 
vision of CBU-415 from 
Naval Air Station Oceana. 
The entire floor will be 
completed in late March 
or early April, but the 
first sailors should start 
moving in by late Decem- 
ber.

It is the transUted version of PeUegrino 
Artusi, informative and Uberally 
sprinkled with generous portions of per- 
tinent lore and introductions. The }12.50 
per purchase price means it is a good 
buy at twice the cost. The volume is- 
published by Liveright.

9ellas Hess closed 12 of its 22 stores in 
1975 but refused to shutdown the one here because of 
its |13 million sales volume, ranking it nun^ber one 
nationally. 

The GEX store once employed 350 but now stands at 
Illy 106. It occupies 143,000 square feet and was built 
.t a cost of $732,000.

Kassir. Ruffin and Kassir started in 
the business in 1965 when thqrbiw|ht 
a hotdog stand on Atlantic Avenue, 
obtained a beer licuise and ehaned 
the name to Tiki, now ooe (^ ttemost 
popular non-band nightspots <mi the 
strip. 

PMbodys is just off the strip, 19 a 
Hight of stairs where an old garage 
used to be. When it first opened, Ruf- 
fin and Kassir didnt haw a beer 
license for the place and used it 
during the '60's as a teen sp(A, kaswn 
for its soft drinks and all night band 
sessions. During that timeweUknown 
rock and roll stars such as Clarence 
Carter, Peaches and Herb, Uie Drif- 
ters, Joe Simon and others lighted iq> 
Peabodys stage. 

Birt Ruffin and Kassir saw a new 
trend in night spots «offling and de- 
cided to reinvest the money Peabodys 
was making back into the club and the 
dianges began. Today, under the 
watchful eye of manager Mike MeQnll- 
Us, Peabodys is fully carpeted, wltt 
wall decorations, two large bars, an 
expensive sound system and some of 
the best bands avail^le. California 
native and bronae medal winner in 
Viet Nam, McQuillis feels the bands 
are very Important to bring in local 
business during the winter. 

"We are selling music as well as 
beer," McQuillis admitted. "We 
spend thousands of dollars each year 
for Uve entertainment and we have a 
disc Jockey who plays records during 



the band breaks. The people want to 
listen to music, and if they pay a co- 
ver to get in why shonld they have to 
pay a quarter to listen to records 
iridle the bands is not playing?" 
Most of the clubs charge some type 
of cover to help defray the cost ci 
the bands. Covers range in some clubs 
from a dollar to five or six. Peabodys 
now diarges two dollars with the 
exception of special pnnidion nights 
when they cnt the {nice at the door 
as weU as at the bar. 

"We never used to have the winter 
business," McQuillis said. "Nowpeo- 
ple want someplace to go fhis time of 
year and we try to havespecial things 
for the locals. They stick with us dur- 
ing the busy summer days and ve 
want to say thanks."

Remembering how I used to spend many of my younger 
days engrossed in books about Robin Hood shotting up 
Sherwood Forest with his bow and arrow I decided to 
find out if the pcqmlar sport of archery is as popular 
as they say. 

Not knowing where to turn I found myself in a little 
sbcq) off of Princess, Anne Road in Virginia Beach called 
the Archery Shack. It seemed to be the epicenter. 

A pair of organized groups in the Tidewater area keep 
the nutjority of archery enthusiasts busy through the 
year. One group, the Princeiss Anne Bowman rent out 
a range on Oceana in Virginia Beach. The other, known 
as the Breezy Point Club stations themselves at Norfolk 
Naval Air Station. It costs about $10 to join, and then 
112 per year. Just about all the members belone to the 
Virginia Bow Hunters Association, which watches over 
all ttie bow clubs in the state and supplies a magazine 
every once and a while. 

If you need sundles for archery the Archery Shop 
sites to be a good place to be a good place to get them. 
it was started by Bob Paulsen, an archery nut, in his 
garage, to help out other bow club members. Later, 



he and Shorty Douglas bought a shopping center spot and 
opened for the public. 

They feel their idea is better than the department 
store sports department that also sell bows and arrows. 
"The department stores sell these things and know nothing 
about them," Douglas said. 

There is always someone at the Archery Shop who 
knows the fine points of the sport. There are said to 
l>e less than 10 true archery stores in the state, and 
Linsay Harwood, a bow and arrow shooter from way 
back helped me pick out a complete bow and arrow set 
for my new found sport. 

I started with the bow, a compound bow— they are 
the only way to go. It looks mucb like the bow in the 
Robin Hood books but it has a lot of wires running from 
the top to the bottom. Some old timers refuse to use 
them, saying they take the fun out of the sport. All it 
really does is provide more power, which I found is 
easier to do when you use the muscles in your back, 
not in your arm. Anyway, the bow jran about |140 and 
then I went to the arrows. 

There are wooden, fiberglass and metal arrows. 
They range in price from $5 a dozen to $40 a dozen. 
I had to have * quiver and a hand shield and a site, 
the easiest way to hit the target. When the total hit
